Fish. consumption of codfish there continues even 
during the warm months, but in order to avoid 


risk of damage by great heat if kept long in hand, small lots of 


well-dried prime codfish, haddock, and ling are imported from the 
United Kingdom and usually fetch very good prices. 

A word of war ning, he says, is necessary to the shippers of cod- 
fish to that market. Emigration to the United States still 
continues on a large scale, and this is bound in normal seasons 
to bring about a falling off in consumption. Shippers, therefore, 
should take this into serious consideration, as the peasant class 
are the principal consumers of the article. 

Herrings, salmon and tinned lobsters have a ready sale in the 
markets of the Morea, salted and pickled fish being great favourites 
with all classes, but prime quality is insisted upon and full prices 
are paid to obtain it, whereas it is almost impossible to find buyers 
for medium and inferior goods. 

Herrings must be timed to arrive at Patras about September, as 
the demand ceases in November. The sizes preferred are kegs of 
200, 300 and 600 fish. 

The enormous duty charged on tinned lobster caused importa- 
tion to cease almost entirely, but since the duty was reduced last 
year the trade in the article has revived and comparatively large 
quantities are now consumed. (Foreiyn Office, Annual Series, 3,899.)

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Villagarcia and Carril.—In his report for 1906, the British Vice- 
Consul for Villagarcia and Carril (Mr. R. C. Walker) writes :— 
“British hardware and machinery cortinue in favour here, not- 
withstanding the many German imitations and Belgian competi- 
tion. ‘Their superiority is generally conceded, but complaint is 
made by some merchants that British manufacturers do not under- 
stand the needs of this market in the matter of quality and price. 
I would remark that for the sale of a vast number of our small and 
ingenious manufactures, the peculiar merits of which are easy of 
demonstration, there is in this country a promising field, provided 
always that the cost does not too largely exceed that of domestic 
manufacture; but if our manufacturers and exporters, either from 
an unwillingness to accept small profits, or from inability. to 
produce at competing prices, fail to do this, no amount of other 
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inducements will secure a large trade here, fcr in no other country 
has what might be denominated commercial conservatism a 
stronger hold upon the purses of all classes of the people than in 
Galicia. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,804.) 


Syra.—H.M. Consul at Syra (Mr. W. H. Cottrell), in his report 
for 1906, writes :— 

‘‘ Representatives of British firms, when travelling in the Levant, 
would do well to make Syra a port of call, seeing that a trade 
in various classes of goods can be worked up, such as chemicals, 
oils, paints, dyes, soaps, perfumery, cutlery, plated goods, 
machinery, rope, hardware, hosiery, haberdashery, silks, laces, 
cretonnes, earthenware, glass and groceries. It is desirable that 
all quotations should be rendered as easy of comprehension as 
possible, employing, if necessary, the metric system of weights 
and measures, and quoting prices f.o.b. or c.1.f. 

* When traders at home require to institute enquiries respecting 
business houses in this district, they will find it more expedient to 
address themselves to the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade, who will afford all available information.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MAY, 1907.* 


I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for May, 1907, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1906, show increases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and also in the value 
of the Exports, both of Brit'-h produce, and of Foreign and Colonial 
merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in May, 1907, was 52,619,4231., 
an increase of 1,201,692/., or 2°3 per cent., as compared with 
May, 1906, whilst the total Exports amounted to 40,374,314/. 
or an increase of 6,532,752/. The Exports of British produce alone 
show an increase of d,197,6211., or 16°4 per cent., as compared 
with May, 1906, whilst there is an increase of 1,335,1111., or 18°8 
per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN MAY, 1907. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
May, 1907, amounted to 3,432,009 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 5,054,352 tons, as against 3,490,492 tons entered, and 
4,833,652 tons cleared during May, 1906. With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during 
May, 1907, amounted to 2,634,145 tons. and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,598,188 tons, as against 2,810,684 tons entered, and 
2,821,627 tons cleared in May, 1906. 

VI.—FIVE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-MAY). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the five months ended 3lst May, 1907, amounted 
to 16,096,172 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 22,737,649 tons, as 
against 16,072,361 tons entered and 21,732,981 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1906. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the five months 
ended Slst May, 1907, amounted to 12,867,957 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 12,684,162 tons, as against ]3,352,323 tons 
entered and 13,245,745 tons cleared during the corresponding 


period of 1906.

With reference to the notice which appeared on pp. 168-9 of the 
‘ Board of Trade Journal” for 25th April last, 
lin: anil respecting the inspection of Canadian meats 
innit Guinea and canned foods, the Board of Trade have now 
Dad eftmereition received a copy of the Meat and Canned Foods 
P * Act (No. 27 of 1907), which was assented to on 

27th April last. 

At the same time a copy of an Order in Council has been 
received, stating that the provisions regarding inspection under 
sections 3 to 18. and 21 to 29 of the Act will be suspended until 
Ist August, 1907. 


A copy of a Customs Memorandum (No. 1,411 B), dated 8th May, 
1907, has been received, stating that an Order- 
in-Council has been’ passed by the Canadian 
Government, which reads as follows :— 

“That the regulations heretofore, established 
‘‘for the free delivery of certain “catalogues and price lists for 
‘“ wholesale trade only be repealed, and instead thereof that re- 
‘mission of duty be authorized in respect of bond fide trade 
“ catalogues and price lists not designed to advertise the sale of 
‘‘ goods by any person in Canada, when sent into Canada in single 
‘copies addressed to merchants therein, and not exceeding one 
“copy to any merchant for his own use, but not for distribution.” 

The Customs Memoranda Nos. 1,009 B and 1,071 B, respecting 
the importation of trade catalogues, &c., are cancelled.

With reference to the special duty (or dumping) clause of the new 
Dindtitiiie Canadian Customs Tariff, which was published 
id re on pp. 6 and 7 (section 5) of the ‘ Supplement 
Basie aie to the Board of Trade Journal ” for 7th March 
ae last, the Board of Trade have now received a 
copy of a Customs Memorandum (No. 1,407 B), dated Ist May, 
1907, giving the Regulations which have been made by Order-in- 
Council or by the Department of Customs respecting invoices, 
entries and special (or dumping) duty on goods imported into the 
Dominion. 
The following is the full text of the Regulations referred to :— 


1. Invoices in duplicate properly certified shall be delivered at 
the Custom-house with the bills of entry for all imported goods. 


2. Every such invoice shall contain a sufficient and correct 
description of the goods, and in respect of goods sold by the 
exporter shall show in one column the actual price at which the 
articles have been sold to the importer, and in a separate column

the fair market value of each article as sold for home consumption 
in the country of export. 

3. The “yrice” and “value” of goods in every case aforesaid 
are to be stated as in condition packed ready for shipment at the 
time when, and at the place whence, the goods have been exported 
directly to Canada. 

4, When the value of goods for duty purposes is determined by 
the Minister of Customs under the provisions of the Customs Act, 
by reason of the goods being exported or imported under unusual 
conditions, the value so determined shall be held to be the fair 
market value thereof. 

5. In making Customs Entry the “‘ Special duty” may be shown 
by itself in the “‘ net duty ” column of the entry on the line below 
the article subject to Special duty, or on the line below 
continuous numbers of articles subject to Special duty. 

6. Goods of a class or kind made in Canada are subject to 
special duty, when sold for exportation to Canada at a less price 
than for home consumption in the country of export, whether such 
goods be otherwise free of duty or subject to specific or ad valorem 
duties—with the exception stated in the Clause of the Tariff as 
hereinbefore quoted. 

7. By Regulations in force from 1st May, 1907.—Under the 
special duty provisions of the Customs Tariff, the special duty is 
not to apply in the following cases, viz. :— 

(a) In respect of iron and steel, rolled, drawn or polished when 
the difference between the fair market value and the selling price 
of such iron and steel to the importer in Canada does not exceed 
©) per cent. of their fair market value. 

(6) In respect of other goods when the difference between the 
fair market value and the selling price of the goods to the importer 
in Canada does not exceed 74 per cent. of their fair market value. 

Provided that the whole difference shall be taken into account 
for special duty purposes when exceeding 5 per cent. in the case of 
such iron and steel and when exceeding 74 per cent. in other cases. 

8. Bond fide samples admitted without Special Duty.—Articles of 
merchandise for use bond fide as samples for sale of similar goods 
are to be admitted without special duty—(subject, however, to 
ordinary duties as heretofore). 

9. Advance in market value after purchase of goods by importer 
not sulyect to Specia! Duty.—The amount to any advance in the 
market value of goods between the time of their purchase by the 
importer and the date of their exportation to Canada shall not be 
subject to special duty after 9th November, 1904, provided the 
goods have been exported in the usual course and the actual date 
of purchase established to the satisfaction of the Collector by con-

tract or other sufficient documents produced for his inspection and: 


attested to. 

Provided, however, in respect of goods subject to an ad valorem 
duty that the ordinary duty shall be collected (as heretofore) on the 
fair market value of the goods as at the time of their direct exporta- 
tion to Canada—under the provisions of Sections 40 and 41 of the 
Customs Acts. (Revised Statutes of Canada, 1906. Chapter 48.) 

10. Rule to be observed (for Special Duty purposes only) in com- 
paring “ Fair Market Value” and “ Export Price.”—In computing 
the difference for Special Duty purposes between the ‘‘ Fair Market 
Value” in the country of export and the ‘Selling price to the 
importer in Canada,” the fair market value of goods is to be 
estimated on the usual credit basis, except when the article is 
universally sold in the country of export for cash only, in which 
case the fair market value is to be estimated on a cash basis ; 

Provided that a bond fide discount for cash not exceeding 2} per 
cent. when allowed and deducted by the exporter on his invoice 
may be allowed in estimating the fair market value of goods for 
duty purposes. 

Examples : 

(1) Hats sold for Home Consumption at 100 dols. on Credit, 
subject to 8 per cent. Cash discount, would be liable to special duty 
if sold to a purchaser in Canada on usual credit at 92 dols., but 
would not be liable to special duty if sold to a purchaser in Canada 
for 92 dols. cash. 

(2) Machinery sold for Home Consumption at 100 dols. on 
Credit, subject to 24 per cent. Cash discount, would not be liable 
to special duty if sold to a purchaser in Canada for 91 dols. cash, 
as the “‘ difference” does not exceed 74 per cent. after raising the 
Cash price (91 dols.) by 24 per cent. to its Credit equivalent.

Tariff Changes and Customs Regulations. 





FRANCE. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ” of the 16th May contains a Decree, 
dated 4th May, establishing a new tariff of 
ship-brokerage charges at the Port of Nantes, 
varying from 5 to 50 centimes per ton of 
cargo according to the character of the cargo 
and its total weight.

The following is the substance of certain circulars which have 
recently been issued by the French Customs. 

Tariff Provisions. Department for the information of their 
officers :— 


Acetic anhydride.-Acetic anhydride can only be exempted 
from the internal tax on acetic acid if it is denatured by the 
incorporation of 800 grammes of wood tar per 100 kilogs. of 
anhydride, or by the addition of 24 per cent. by volume of amylic 
acetate. Otherwise it is subject to the internal tax on acetic acid 
on the basis of 117 kilogs. of crytallizable acid for each 100 kilogs. 
of anhydride (58 francs 50 cents. per 100 kilogs. of anhydride). 

War-heads (cénes de charge ou de combat), of copper, for torpedoes, 
are to pay duty under No. 575 of the Tariff (40 francs per 100 
kilogs.). 

Surtax on Absinthe and Bitters.— By Article 15 of the French 
Budget Law for 1907 a surtax of 50 francs per hectolitre of pure 
alcohol, in addition to the general consumption duty, is imposed 
on absinthe and similar liqueurs, and on bitters and appetizers 
other than those having wine as'a basis. The levy of this surtax 
will be effected as for an alcoholic strength not less than 55 degrees: 
in the case of absinthe and similar liqueurs, and 30 degrees in 
the case of bitters and other appetizers. 

Article 17 of the Law prohibits the importation of absinthe, 
bitters and the like in the manufacture of which any chemical

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product has been employed as a substitute for the natural essences 
obtained by the maceration or distillation of herbs. : 

Internal Taxation of liqueurs and Vermouths.—By Article 10 of 
the same Law it is provided that liqueurs, imitation liqueurs and 
vermouths, are to pay the internal taxes known as consumption 
duty and the “droit dentrée” on their total alcoholic strength. 
Liqueurs and imitation liqueurs will, however, pay the whole 
duty (formerly, half the duty) on alcohol assessed as for 15 degrees 
when their alcoholic strength is 15 degrees or less; when above 
15 degrees, the duty will be assessed on the actual alcoholic 
strength. In the case of vermouths, the minimum assessment 
is on 16 degrees. 

Cinchona and similar liquors, formerly classed as liqueurs, are 
now subject for internal taxation purposes, to the duties on ver- 
mouths ; whilst ‘“ mstelles,” other than those bonded for the 
manufacture of vermouth, cinchona and similar liquors, will pay 
the same duties as liqueurs. 

The provisions with regard to absinthe, &., liqueurs and 
vermouths are applicable both to native and imported prodi c's.

The following is the substance of some Decisions affecting the 
Gaistiinin application of the United States Customs 
acisiens Tariff, which have recently been issued by the 

Treasury Department at Washington :— 

Isle of Pines—Foreign Country.—The Isle of Pines is a part of 
Cuba, and therefore a foreign country within the meaning of the 
Tariff Act of 1897, and importations therefrom are subject to the 
tariff laws of the United States. 

Wire rat trays made from coated wire.—Paragraph 137 of the Tariff 
prescribes that articles manufactured from wire shall pay the duty 
imposed upon the wire used in the manufacture of such articles, 
and in addition a duty of 14 cents per pound, whilst on iron or 
steel wire, coated, a duty of +4; cent per pound shall be payable in 
addition to the duty imposed on the wire from which it is manu- 
factured. In this connexion it has been decided that articles 
manufactured from coated wire were intended to be subjected to (a) 
the duty for the wire, (>) the additional duty for the coating, and 
(c) the further additional duty for the article manufactured from 
wire. : . 

It appears, however, to have been the practice of the United 
States Customs Authorities not to charge the additional duty for 
the coating in the case of articles manufactured from coated 
wire, and accordingly wire rat traps made from coated wire are 
liable only to the duty of 1} cents per pound in addition to 
that imposed on the wire from which they are made. 

Figured cotton cloth—Dotted vestings.— Cotton vestings that are 
dotted or figured by means of coloured warp threads which hang 
loose on the reverse side and which may be removed without 
leaving a visible vacancy or weakening of the fabric, are subject to 
the additional duty provided for in paragraph 313 of the Tariff for 
‘cotton cloth in which other than the ordinary warp and filling 
‘threads have been introduced in the process of weaving to form a

CHINA. 


In a report on the trade of Shanghai by Mr. Archibald Rose, of 
H.M. Consular Service, it is stated that one of 
the events of the year 1906 in the commercial 
life of the port has been the commencement of 
the conservancy works on the River Huangpu, 
the short stretch of water lying between the actual port and the 
main branch of the River Yangtse. For many years grave anxiety 
has been felt on account of the gradual silting up of the channel, 
and the question was placed officially before the Chinese Govern- 
inent in the Peace Protocol of 1902. The river is blocked by 
the outer bar at Woosung, which has been hailed by generations 
of Chinese as a heaven-sent barrier against the invasion of the 
cuter world, and every device of official opposition has been 
brought forward to prevent the establishment of effective conserv- 
ancy works. After much discussion, however, the Government was 
brought to a realisation of the seriousness of the position, and, by 
the Conservancy Convention of 1905, Mr. de Rijke was deputed as 
superintending engineer to remove the outer and inner bars and to 
deepen the channel for a stretch of 15 miles. Work has now 
actually commenced, and normal lines have been designed by the 
engineer with the object of narrowing the banks, directing the 
current into one broad stream, and thus enabling the river to 
accomplish its own work in deepening the channel and keeping 
the bars from silting up. By the terms of the Convention all 
work is to be submitted to public tender, and estimates have 
already been called in for the building of a jetty across the outer 
bar and the dredging of the main channel. ‘The expense of the con- - 
servancy has been undertaken entirely by the Chinese Government, 
which has promised a yearly grant of 460,000 taels (about 70,000/.).

JAPAN. 


The Acting British Consul-General at Yokohama (Mr. E. M. Hobart- 
' Hampden) reports that Japanese shipping 
eee pt a ionkin trade ae a 1906 inseel 
Marine. an increase of 467,944 tons and 226 vessels 
above the low figures of 1905. The war with Russia, like that with 
China, has been directly responsible for a considerable expansion 
of the Japanese mercantile marine, which, according to the figures 
of the Department of Communications, numbered, on 3lst 
December, 1906, 1,492 steamers of 1,034,456 tons gross and 
654,243 tons registered tonnage (including 21 vessels over 6,000 
tons), and 4,044 sailing vessels of 346,261 tons gross and 
324,668 tons registered tonnage. Japan thus commands a 
merchant fleet of nearly 1,000,000 tons and is actively seeking 
new opportunities for profitable employ with the aid of substantial 
Government subsidies. ‘Tonnage in excess of cargo requirements 
is intensifying the severity of competition, of which the still 
continuing contest between the Nippon Yusen Kaisha and the 
China Navigation Company on the Yokohama-Shanghai service is 
one striking instance.

(6) In respect of pig iron manufactured from ore, on the propor- 
tion from forewn ore produced during the calendar years—1907, 
1 dol. 10 cents per ton; 1908, 1 dol. 10 cents per ton; 1909, 70 
cents per ton, and 1910, 40 cents per ton. 

(c) On puddled iron bars manufactured from pig iron made in 
Canada during the calendar years—1907, 1 dol. 65 cents per ton ; 
1908, 1 dol. 65 cents per ton; 1909, 1 dol. 5 cents per ton, and 
1910, 60 cents per ton. 

(d) In respect of rolled, round wire rods not over #% in. in 
diameter, manufactured in Canada from steel produced in Canada 
from ingredients of which not less than 50 per cent. of the weight

thereof consists of pig iron made in Canada, when sold to wire 
manufacturers for use or when used in making wire in their own 
factories in Canada, on such wire rods made after December 31st, 
1906, 6 dols. per ton. 

(e) In respect of steel manufactured from ingredients of which 
not less than 50 per cent. of the weight thereof consists of pig 
iron made in Canada, on such steel made during the calendar 
years—1907, 1 dol. 65 cents per ton; 1908, 1 dol. 65 cents per ton ; 
1909, 1 dol. 5 cents per ton, and 1910, 60 cents per ton. 

No bounty shall be paid under the foregoing provisions in 
respect of iron or steel made in Canada by electric process after 
the 3lst December, 1908. 


(2) Bounties are also authorised on the undermentioned articles 
when manufactured in Canada for consumption therein :— 

(a) On pig iron manufactured from Canadian ore by the process 
of electric smelting during the calendar years—1909, 2 dols. 10 
cents per ton; 1910, 2 dols. 10 cents per ton; 1911, 1 dol. 70 cents 
per ton, and 1912, 90 cents per ton. 

(>) On steel manufactured by electric process directly from 
Canadian ore, and on steel manufactured by electric process from 
pig iron smelted in Canada by electricity from Canadian ore 
during the calendar years—1909, 1 dol. 65 cents per ton; 1910, 
1 dol. 65 cents per ton; 1911, 1 dol. 5 cents per ton, and 1912, 
60 cents per ton. 

Bounty, as on pig iron under this section, may be paid upon 
the molten iron from the ore, which, in the electric furnace, enters 
into the manufacture of steel by the direct process, the weight 
of such iron to be ascertained from the weight of the steel so 
manufactured. 

(3) No bounty shall be paid on steel ingots from which steel 
blooms and billets for exportation from Canada are manufactured. 

The Act is to have effect as from the lst January, 1907. 








SPAIN. 


H.M. Consul at Corunna (Mr. C. M. Trayner) reports that a 
general interest has arisen as regards mining 
in Galicia, and representatives from various 
syndicates, both British and of other nationali- 
ties, have visited the Province and made investigations in various 
parts. All accounts alike proclaim the existence, in large quantities, 
of iron ore, and also of some copper ore, all of good quality. ‘The 
great difficulty will be the want of transport, there being few or no 
railways in the mountainous inland districts, while there are no 
small ports or harbours along the exceedingly rocky and dangerous 
sea coast.

The production of an absolutely rust- 
proof wheat would mean a great economical change for South 
Africa. Instead of importing wheat and flour to the value of well 
over a million sterling, she might finally become an exporter.

In a report on Japanese paper mills, Mr. O. White, second 
assistant in H.M. Consular Service in Japan, 
Pulp from states that from time to time experiments have 

been made in the United Kingdom and else- 

Bamboo Grass. = vhere with the bambou, with a view to testing 
its utility in paper making. The Agricultural College, Tokio, 
recently announced that it has discovered a method of making 
pulp from bamboo grass (sasa), for which the highest results are 
claimed. The bamboo grass is very common in Japan, and has 
hitherto been put to little use. Itis proposed to teach the method 
to the Japariese farmer, and, as it is hoped that pulp will be 
produced cheaply by it, both the latter and the consumer will 
benefit. The matter is still under investigation and no details are 
obtainable. 

Mr. White says that the Japanese paper industry has made but 
slow progress since its commencement. In the beginning, doubt- 
less, want of experience must have accounted for this; but the 
chief difficulty has been dearness of material. At present the 
industry is not without promise. Should the scheme for manufac- 
turing pulp out of bamboo grass muture, the main obstacle in the 
way of progress would be removed. Much, again, is expected of 
Hokkaido ; if it fulfils all that is claimed for it, a source of supply 
of material for many years will be obtained. The paper industry 
has certainly had a good deal of life infused into it during the last 
year, and it is certain the Japanese manufacturer aims at 
monopolising the home market, to the exclusion of the foreign 
importer. (Foreign Office, Miscellaneous Series, 660.)

British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 





on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, and Queensland, also the 
Governments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, have 
established, in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for dealing with trade 
matters (see next page). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public.

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications regarding Canadian 
import and export trade, and to supply information about 
Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Queensland.—For the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters relating 
to Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland is on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c. 

South Australia—'T'he Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
London, E.C. Mr. A. EK. M. Norton, the Commercial Agent, is in 
charge of this department, and he will supply, free of cost, full 
information regarding the exports from South Australia of all sorts 
of Produce. 

The South Australian Government intend very shortly to send 
to London specimens of every description of South Australian 
Produce, and these will be displayed in one of the offices of the 
Commercial Agent’s Department.

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, London, S.W., for the purpose 
of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the superintendence 
of the Trades Commissioner, who, together with the Commercial 
Agent, deals with, and supplies free, information on trade subjects 
connected with the Colony, such as commercial products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, 
prospects for emigration, &c., &c. 


IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 

The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
ist January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m.in Winter. Information and publications concerning India 
and the Colonies, their products, industries, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., may be obtained on verbal application at the Central 
stand in the galleries, or applications may be addressed in writing 
to the Director of the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, S.W. 
From time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
{India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4. Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘I'he “ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The “Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoods, East Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
